IRS came to light over the week¬ 
end when Hodge's wife, Marga¬ 
ret, who lives at Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla., filed a petition with IRS in 
Washington saying she was not 
liable for taxes due under joint 
returns filed by Hodge for 1953, 
1954 and 1955. She said she did 
not aid in the preparation of the 
forms. 

The petition was filed in the 
U. S. Tax Court. Hodge was im¬ 
prisoned in 1956 for theft of 
$600,000 to $1,500,000 from the 
state and was released from 
Menard State Prison in January. 

IRS contends that Mrs. Hodge 
is liable for the taxes due on the 
Joint returns. They say Hodge's 
income in 1953 was reported at 
$19,187 and should have been 
$332,078; that in 1954, his re¬ 
ported income of $23,514 should 
have been $685,588, and that in 
3955 his reported income of $72,- 
449 should have been $1,189,360.

Most point in the di¬ 
rection of moving the taxing process to an earlier 
part of the year, as envisioned by *the tax laws. 

Study of the complex tax situation leads to 
two conclusions: 

1. Collectors and local taxpayers should place 
added emphasis on prompt, local payments once 
tax bills are mailed out. 

2. St. Clair county should be encouraged in 
every possible way to speed up its taxing process, 
since the traditional delay in setting the two-county 
levee district tax rate impairs the financial status 
and collection prospects' of all local townships. 

To begin at the beginning, assessments and 
rates are intended to be determined early enough 
that taxes can be collected during the late winter 
and early spring, ending June 1. This could enable 
initial taxes to be received by most agencies before 
their fiscal year's end. Instead, many find them¬ 
selves borrowing, diverting funds to interest that 
otherwise could be used for goods or services; 
conversely, with the delay, fewer funds can be in¬ 
vested at interest by the same governmental bodies. 

A complicating factor this year was that many 
Granite City taxpayers, noting that the tax forms 
specified payments at Edwardsville after June I, 
sent their money to the county seat. The commis¬ 
sions thus were 1 derived by the county government, 
diminishing the impact of the potential tax reduc¬ 
tion from Quad-Cityans' standpoint. Granite City 
collections totaled only 86.7'. 1, compared to 94'.' 
a year ago. Nameoki and Venice townships showed 
slight gains, with 73% and 75% instead of last 
year s 72% and 74% , but much higher percentages 
could be paid here if taxpayers make a point of it. 

A partial solution may come from revision of 
the tax form itself. Explanatory notes included with 
this year's bills apparently were not enough to off¬ 
set compliance with the printed June I-Edwards¬ 
ville requirement—an unfortunate development, 
since the collection here did not even begin until 
after that date. But the best answer would be 
earlier timing for the entire taxing procedure. 

Without attempting to criticize specific indi¬ 
viduals, local and Madison county authorities say 
the responsibility for delay must be shouldered 
either by the St. Clair county clerk or assessor 
board. There was hope that increased automation 
would result in earlier determination of the levee 
board rate this year, but it was about as late as 
usual. 

What happens south of our county line nor¬ 
mally would not be of direct interest here, but the 
bi-county nature of the levee district results in a 
tangible effect here, all of it costly. Until there is 
improvement, those who support Quad-City tax¬ 
ing agencies will find their burden needlessly heavy. 


Throughout the centuries, mankind has seen 
innumerable struggles by the "have nots" against 
the haves, most of the efforts probably justified 
as to their goals, if not their methods. At one time 
there were extremely sharp differences in oppor¬ 
tunity. much more so than today. 

A caution that would seem to be appropriate 
in current times is that conditions be viewed as 
they actually are, not just as they might appear on 
the surface. Minorities of any type cannot achieve 
Utopia if those supposedly enjoying more advan¬ 
tages also have fallen short of Utopia. 

Most people, in their hearts, look with favor 
upon the aspirations of the underdog, the down¬ 
trodden. They sincerely hope that advancement can 
be attained. Where such movements depart from 


reality is the tendency to seek total fulfillment— 
complete success and happiness—and to apsume 
that this is an inherent right. 

The only right that people have in this con¬ 
nection is to aspire to high goals and ideals; reach¬ 
ing them is not guaranteed, and cannot be. No one 
is ever devoid of problems and master of any sit¬ 
uation that may rise. An individual giving every 
outward indication of having reached “the good 
life" inwardly may feel he has failed to gain what 
to him was the most important prize. Everyone, 
in at least some ways, is dissatisfied and unfulfilled. 

Lest these comments seem too pessimistic or 
cynical, we hasten to say that life is worthwhile. 
There are many satisfactions, many chances for 
each person to contribute something to the better¬ 
ment of his fellow men. But to equate every diffi¬ 
culty, every setback, with unfair circumstances or 
conspiracies is a mistake. Perfection is not of this 
world, but the next. 

No Valid Reason To Reject 
Low Bid On Madison Sewers 

Nobody wants IV^adison sewers to cost any 
more than necessary. But city officials are taking 
a surprising stand in considering rejection of the 
bids received on installing storm lines between 
Eighth and 14 th streets. 

The Sternberg construction firm's low bid of 
$452,481 is very close to the $450,314 engineering 
estimate. The company's experience and compe¬ 
tence are more than adequate. 

With three other firms submitting bids ranging 
from $466,786 to $637,843, there is no reason to 
view the low bid as unsatisfactory. If three other 
contractors receiving plans and specifications had 
wanted to be considered, they should have bid on 
the work. 

In the long run, adherence to generally rec¬ 
ognized procedures is the best assurance of econ¬ 
omy. The only defensible course for the city to 
take is to match the good faith shown by the bid¬ 
ders. 

Sentence A Warning On 
Liquor Sales To Minors 

With reports of teenage drinking persisting, 
the $200 fine and $28 court costs levied last week 
against a Collinsville rural area tavern proprietor 
should serve as a warning. 

Justice of the Peace Vuagniaux perhaps was 
justified in suspending two six-month jail sentences 
on the condition that the operator does not repeat 
the violation. But jail terms may be the only answer 
unless there is wider compliance with the law ban¬ 
ning sale of alcholic beverages to minors. 

$146,000 Added To 
Quad-City Payrolls 

The increase in the federal minimum wage 
from $1.15 to $1.25 an hour, effective last week, 
will add $146,000 to Quad-City payrolls in the 
n ' xt ° ne " y . e ® r period, assuming national estimates 
of $365 million are correct and the local community 
shares to the extent its population would indicate. 

Again using population as a yardstick, 1040 
local residents have qualified for the pay raises, 
ranging up to 10 cents an hour. 

New Fueling Method—Unless It 
Becomes Obsolete Before Being Used 

The familiar call of "fill 'er up" at service sta¬ 
tions may have to be changed if current predic¬ 
tions are borne out. Instead of tanks to hold gaso- 
line in liquid form, autos someday may be fueled 
by bricks—bars that trap gasoline in thousands of 
microscopic cells much like a sponge holds water. 

Already produced experimentally, the honey¬ 
comb devices—composed of a high-protein chem¬ 
ical solution-can be burned along with the gaso¬ 

line at a controlled pace. For even faster burning, 
they can be squeezed. 

' Initial use is expected to occur in guerrilla 
fighting and other types of warfare, real or prac¬ 
tice. The bars, shaped like house bricks, eliminate 
the need for large fuel tanks and also can be 
dropped by parachute without fear of explosion on 
impact. They float on water and can be used as 
flares. 

Peacetime uses also come to mind. It would 
be a comforting feeling for a motorist to know 
that he had extra bricks in the trunk in case he rah 
out of gasoline. And one can visualize using small 
particles to fill cigaret lighters or start barbecue 
fires. 

But research in other fields indicates that ve¬ 
hicles may be powered in other ways than by gaso¬ 
line before the bricks are perfected, raising this 
question: Will civilian goods, like much of the cur¬ 
rent military armament, become obsolete even be¬ 
fore they can be placed in general use?

See animals go farther faster 
with less expense of energy than 
any ship known today, accord¬ 
ing to a Southern Illinois Uni¬ 
versity physics professor. 

Speaking at a Symposium for 
Cetacean Research in Washing¬ 
ton. D. C., conducted recently 
by the American Institute of 
Biological Sciences and spon¬ 
sored by the U. S. Navy Office 
of Naval Research. Professor 
William G. Shaw said sea ani¬ 
mals excel submarines in eight 
important ways: Propulsion; ma- 
nueverabiiity; -interpretation of 
sonar echoes; ability to detect 
turbulence; small; interpretation 
of anomolies; orientation and 
navigation, and as a poorer tar¬ 
get for Sonar. 

Shaw has engaged in research 
on the swimming and sonar sys¬ 
tems of sea animals for 15 years, 
trying to learn their secret. Ac¬ 
cording to one of his theories, 
body undulation and the rip¬ 
pling skin of some sea animals 
plays an active role in the pro¬ 
pulsion process. 

Man Seeks Superiority 

The study made by Shaw is 
one of several being made by 
the Navy to an attempt "to 
make man as superior to the 
fish as he is to the bird." 

The speed of ships and sub¬ 
marines is governed by water 
drag on the hull and the pro- 
Dellers, the SIU professor said. 
"Water drag is caused by a 
thickening of water as 1 it flows 


around a fast-moving object. 
Sea animals break up this vis¬ 
cosity in the boundary layer by 
wiggling as they move. 

"We don’t necessarily want to 
make our submarines wiggle— 
that might be rough on the pas¬ 
sengers ,or cargo. But we are 
working with a plastic skin 
which ripples over a rigid hfill. 
This does the same thing as a 
fish’s wiggle—it breaks up the 
water drag on the vessel.

“During world war n, I saw 
porpoises swim rings around 
speeding torpedoes. They would 
nudge the torpedoes, trying to 
get them to join in their games 
Needless to say, this interefered 
with our accuracy records. I 
determined then to learn the 
fish's secret. After years of 
study, I think we are on the 
right track.”
